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GOOD PACING AT HAWTHORNE. 

Tbe epleodid weather and the improving 
track at Hawthorne yesterday drew ont the 
largest crowd of the week. Those that went 
ont to tbe track were well repaid for their visit 
as a better card cf purse offerings could not 
have been given anywhere. The course was 
just a trifle slow but should be in tip top shape 
this afternoon if no rain falls in the meantime* 
Tbe day’s feature was the fourth race, a free 
handicap purse of S700 for three-year-olds and 
upward at one mile. Headwater was hit upon 
as the best in tbe race and such he proved to 
be, being backed down from 12 to 5 to 8 to 5 at 
poet time. After lying up close to tbe leader all 
tbe way he came away with a rush iu tbe flnal 
eighth and won very easily. Boney Boy, closely 
attended by Max Bendiz and Anthracite, started 
ont to show tbe way, bnt he grew tired after 
running a half and suddenly retired, leaving 
Max Batdix in the Isad, with Anthracite, 
Headwater and Jiminez lappsd on him just be- 
fore curving for home. The quartet ran in a 
cluster until about a furlong lut, where Max 
Bendiz had eucngb, and it was an easy matter 
for Headwater to forge to tbe front. In the 
last sixteenth he kept increasing his lead, win- 
ning at tbe end by two lengths, while Jiminez 
beat Anthracite a length for second place. The 
last named rallied in the last sixteenth and 
finished fast. Jiminez ran as if a shade short 
and the race should do him much good. Max 
Bendiz quit badly in the last eighth. Boney 
Boy was beaten off at the end. 

That good filly Prenta took the third race— 
a dash of five furlongs for two-year-olds - in one 
of tbe most exciting finishes of tbe day. The 
filly was tbonght pretty well of by tbe talent, 
being backed from 3 to 1 to 13 to 5. Evening 
Star, as usual, started out to cot out tbe pace, 
leading by a fair margin up to the last six- 
teenth, where she began to tire and Pronta 
closed on her. The former clung to her work 
with gameness, but the latter proved too much 
for her, winoing by three-quarters of a length, 
gradually going away. Golden Glitter finished 
third a length and a half back of Evening Star, 
and ran in improved form. Emathion, under a 
weak ride, quit palpably a furlong ont, 
altbcngh be might have finished closer up if 
not pinned against the inside rail in tbe last 
eighth. Commissioner Forstdr was never a con- 
tender. He runs best in heavy going. 

Bam Hildreth sprang a good one in the day’s 
opener when bis filly Lingo wen a dash of five 
and a half furlccgs for two-year-olds. The filly 
was backed heavily in the books and wen with- 
out much trouble. Mollie T. showed' the way 
by a snug margin np to tbe last eighth, where 
she tired and Lingo assumed command. Tbe 
latter esme away easily in tbs last hundred 
yards and scored by a length and a half from 
Baby Hall. Tbe latter took second place by 
three lengths from Blessed Damozel. Baby 
Hall CE me fast in the closing strides, bnt bad 
no chance to beat the winner. Coacoa showed 
-early speed, as did also Irmingard, but both 
died away in the final quarter. Both Bosie 
Mac and Jean Raphael ran away before the 
race, spoiling whatever chance they had of 
winning. 

False Lead took tbe second race, a dash of 
one and one-eighth miles, by two and one-half 
lengths from Harry Preston, bnt it was a lucky 
victory, as had the latter not met with an early 
entanglement that threw him clean out of the 
firet part of tbe contest he meet certainly have 
won. To add to hie early mishap Farrell car- 



three lengths back of Harry Preston. Zacatoso 
ran well for seven furlongs and then quit. Sir 
Kenneth was well np for six furlongs. 

With Searcher and Brief scratched in the fifth 
race it seemed to be a good thing for Gawaine, 
which has run consistently in his last few races. 
Off in front be made every post a winning one 
and won quite easily at tbe end by a length 
from Flying Torpedo, which came with a be- 
lated rush in the last sixteenth. Ha had no 
chance to beat the winner at that. Basselas and 
G. W. W, had a hot tilt for the third place down 
tbe last eighth, tbe former getting tbe verdict 
by a bead on the post. This was not G. W. W’s. 
race, as he is capable of a better showing. Big 
Injun ran a cracking good race and finished 
strongly. He is ready to win when placed right. 

Henry of Trastamare appeared to be the best 
in the last race, a dash of one mile, and such he 
proved to be. After lying along in fourth posit- 
ion to the final eighth, Gormley called upon 
him and he responded with a bound, coming 
away easily in the last hundred yards and win- 
ning by a length. The fight for second place 
was a spirited one, Synia jnst lasting long 
enough to get her head over tbe line in front of 
Banish, be beating Ecome a nose, Synia ran a 
good race considering it was the first time she 
has started here this year, Oxnard was coming 
fast at the end. Brownie Anderson had enough 
after running well for seven furlongs. 

8. C. Hildreth, owner of Lingo, and Van 
Meter A Bro., owners of Blessed Damozel, were 
each fined $10 for violating the rules governing 
the paddock in the first race. 

Before the racing began a number of horses 
in training were sold at auction, the most im- 
portant change being tbe sale of the good filly, 
Nellie Waddell, to Alderman Carey for |2,950. 
Other horses sold were Bod Hynicka, Stuart 
Young, Harry Brennan, Crinkle, Brissac, Edna 
Kenner and Miss Boggiano.

Saturday 
will ba marked by the decision of the 
Garden City Stakes, a aix-fnrlong sprint for 
thrae-year-olda and upward, under handicap 
conditions, with $1,500 added. It has 117 en- 
kriea, embracing nearly all of tha crack weatem 
aprintera, and will, no doubt, be productive of 
a keenly contested race of doubtful issue. 



OALIFOBNIA RACING PB08PKCTS. 



Saratoga, N. T., August 28 —California racing 
the coming winter will have an infusion of new 
blood in the way of eastern horaea and bettora. 
Mr. Thomas H. Williams, Jr. and Mr. Charles 
F. Price, president and general manager ra- 
apectively of the Now California Jockey Club, 
have been at Saratoga for the past two weeks 
booming the California game. This ia the first 
time the California Jockey Club has had 
paraonal rapraaentativee in the eastern field, 
and they have anccaeded in sacnring a number 
of atablea that have baretofora never raced 
at of tha Allaghanies. Mr. Williams left for 



the Coast last week, but Mr, Price will remain 
here to the end of tha meeting and then go to 
Sheepshead Bay. 

Among tha Eastern turfmen who have stated 
that they will race in California are A. Feath* 
erstone, who will send out a dozen good ones ; 
J. G. Follansbee, who baa Roshampton and 
half a dozen other high-claaa horses; L. V. Bell, 
with Alcedo and others; W. L. Oliver, with All 
Gold and five stable companions; T. C. Patter- 
son, with All Green, etc.; Mr. Keene, with half 
a dozen, and Mr, W. G. Whitney, who will send 
out a few as compliment to Mr, Williams and 
the California Jockey Club. 

A line on the jockeys has also been obtained 
by Mr. Price and all the prominent boys will ba 
in California the coming winter. Spencer, 
Bullman, O’Connor, Turner, Burns, Cochran, 
Mounce, J. Wooda (who has developed into a 
star since leaving the coast), McCne and some 
of the lesser lights will go to the coast. It is 
likely also that Odom, the Mackay jockey, will 
go westward. 

All of the old stables will also return, with the 
exception of Hildreth, who will come here with 
the hope of reinstatement by the Eastern Jockey 
Clnb. Green B. Morris will remain in the east 
until October and then ship to Tanforan. 

The California aeason will begin on November 
2, at Tanforan, where racing will continue for 
about thirty days. In the meantime it is ex- 
pected that Ingleside will ba opened, and if it 
ia, racing will follow there after Tanforan and 
continue for sixty days. Then the scene will 
ehift to Oakland and continue until April. 

Mr. Price aays there will be more money bung 
up than ever before, and that hereafter it is the 
intention of the California Jockey Clnb to have 
fewer days and higher class racing. The scale 
of weights also in the overnight events will be 
raised sufficiently to allow the better class of 
jockeys, like Spencer, Turner, Bullman, etc., to 
have a mount in every race instead of but one 
or two mounts a day. The stake circular which 
has been issued shows that $56,000 will be dis- 
tributed in these events, while the overnight 
puraas will include handicaps and specials with 
amounts from $600 to $1,000 added. 

Hereafter the judges in California will not 
have the power to suspend or rule off, but will 
report all cases to the stewards, who will act 
thereon. The board of stewards will ba com- 
posed of C. H. Pettingill, Cbas. F. Price, F. E. 
Mnlbolland, Col. Dan Burns and Thomas H. 
Williams. The judges will be Joseph Murphy, 
presiding, and E. C. Hopper, associate.
